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Plurality in Indian JEthos

The majority of Indians follow a religion which is commonly called Hinduism. This religion is 
neither originated by someone, specific nor is based on any one holy book, divine or compiled by a 
human being. There are a number of books and scriptures. There are many different philosophies 
including the six'established schools .called ‘Shark Darshan’. There are some called ‘Shaivites’ and 
they worship Shiva. Some are called ‘Vaishnavites’ , and they worship Vishnu and His various 
incarnations including Sri Rama and Sri Krishna. Some are called ‘Shakhtas’ and they worship 
different Goddesses like Laxmi, Saraswati, Kaali, and Shakti etc. These represent various energy 
aspects of the Absolute. Sometimes there arose conflicts between these various groups with varying 
ideologies and beliefs. Their customs, ways of worshipping and methodologies differed as did their 
beliefs and cannons. This happened in spite of the'clear prescriptions of plurality in spiritual matters 
as there is in mundane human life and the nature. From time to time great sages and savants 
appeared who underlined that there was nocontradiction and no conflict between various ideologies. 
They emphasized that the goal was one and the paths leading to that goal were many. They recognized 
the efficacy and relevance of all view points and thus was established plurality in Indian ethos. This 
made it possible for the Indians to accept and respect other ideologies that flourished within from 
time to time and those that came from outside in course of time. The former included Buddhism 
and Jainism and the latter included Zoroastrianism, Judaism, Christianity, Sufism and Islam. This 
plurality made it possible to bring together different races like Chinese, Mongolian, and Dravidian 
etc. and unite them into one polity. Tagore has rightly stated, ‘Hethayi Arjo hethayi anarjo, hethayi 
dravida cheen, eka deha halo leen - whether it was Aryan race or non-Aryan, Dravidian Or Chinese, 
all got merged in one body of social and cultural fabric. 

The plurality was accepted in the beginning itself by the Vedas by proclaiming, Ekartt Sat, 
Viprah bahudha vadanti - the Truth is one but the wise interpret it in multiple ways. Yet over a 
period of time conflict arose between groups believing in various practices, particularly among 
‘Shaivites’ and 'Vaishnavites'. The conflict was sharp and pronounced in the south than in the 
north so much so that 'Vaishnavites’ would not even enter a Shiva temple. Attempts were constantly 
made to iron out the differences and respect each other’s view point: Here I would like to reproduce 
an anecdote from the Ramayana. “Sri Ram has to cross over to Sri Lanka to fight King Ravana and 
liberate Sita ji. Before doing so he worships Siva in the temple at Rameswaram. After the ritual is 
over, Laxman asks his brother about the significance of this deity. Sri Ram explains that 'Rameswara' 
means 'Ramasya iswarah ’.meaning the Lord of Sri Ram. This explanation underscores the importance 
of Siva, the great Lord called 'Mahadev At exactly the same time Siva and His consort Parvati are 
in conversation at Mount Kailash. Suddenly SiVa smiles and Parvati asks Him the reason for the 
smile. Siva replies, 'I am amused because Rama has twisted the meaning of the term ‘Rameswara’ 
while answering the query of his brother. See how clever he is.’ Parvati wanted to know the correct 
meaning of the term to which He replied, Rameswarah means Rarriah yasya Iswarah meaning the 
one who’s Lord is Ram. In other words Rama is the Lord of Siva.’ This explanation underscores the 
prominence of Vishnu, whose incarnation Rama was. Thus this anecdote denotes that worshipping 
Rama or Siva is one and the same thing and there is no difference between these two sets of beliefs 
or any other belief for that matter. . 

The plurality that became the hall mark of Indian ethos made it so strong that it could subsume 
within it divergent ideologies, assimilate various view points and yet remain singularly distinct. It 
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owned the South Indian tribal deity six-headed Murugan and identified it with ‘Kartikeya’ and 
named it ‘Shanmukha’ (Aaramugam in Tamil). It recognized and accepted Buddha, the founder of 
Buddhism as the ninth incarnation of Vishnu and saw his descent as a beginning of the period of 
intellectual development in the social and spiritual life of Indian people in particular and of the 
mankind in general. The ethos was enriched by the Pauranic stories, mythological anecdotes and the 
account given in the two epics, Ramayana and Mahabharata as much as by Buddhist 'Jatak Kathayen ’ 
and Jain mythology. The magnanimity and vastness of this ethos can be gauged by the fact that it 
encompassed not only theist ideologies but also atheist and heterodox schools of thought. It comprised 
not only spiritual philosophies like Vedanta but also materialist philosophy like Charvak Darshan. 
It accepted 'Advaita’, the non-dualist philosophy as also 'Dvaita’, the dualist view point and many 
others like qualified monism, dualism in non-dualism etc. as valid and tme. 

Unity in diversity and oneness of different deities has been explained in a brilliant way by the 
great Kalidas in one of his verses. He describes Shiva and Shakti as the speech.and its meaning, 
inseparable and merged in each other, ‘Vakh-arthau iva samprikhtau,Jagatah pittarau vande Parvati 
Parameshwarau -1 salute Shiva and Parvati, the parents of the univefse, who are inseparable like 
the speech and its meaning.’ The plurality of the philosophies, ways of worshipping and different 
paths of attaining the Truth has been graphically explained and justified by Pushpadanta in his 
famous ‘Shiva-Mahimnastotra’. He has not only said that Shiva is Brahma, the creator, Vishnu, the 
sustainer and Rudra, the destroyer, all in one but has also said that paths are varying because of 
varying tastes of the seekers. ‘Trayi sankhyam yogah pashupati matam vaishnavam-iti, prabhinne 
prasthane param-idam adah pathyam-iti cha, ruchinam vaichtryat ryu kutil nana pathajusham 
nrinam eko gamy ah twam-asi payasam-amava-iva - There are different paths to reach the goal, 
some straight and some crooked. These include the paths of Vedas, Sankhya, Yoga, Shaiva and 
Vaishnava ideologies. According to the tastes of the seekers, they prefer one over the other. Yet 
You (God) alone are the destination for all of them just as the ocean is for different rivers.’ 

. This plurality is not only reflected in our social'and political life but is also adequately 
exhibited in our music, dance, literature, sculpture and other fine arts. We have had Muslim poets 
like Rasa Khan composing poems in praise of Krishna, Muslim artists like Ustad Bade Ghulam Ali 
Khan singing in praise of Hindu deities and Hindu singers like Shankar Shambhu singing in praise 
of Sufi saints. Even in Kashmir Muslim poets have written poems in praise of Hindu deities and 
brought out the Hindu concept of non-dualism and actions and their results in their poetry. Singers 
like Mohammed Abdullah Tibet Baqal have sung in praise of Shiva and other Hindu deities. These 
Muslim chorus singers used to begin their classical, singing by reciting quatrains written by Hindu 
Shaivite poetess Lai Ded. In the North this plurality is called 'Ganga jamani tehzib’ or the mixed 
culture like the mixed waters of the two holy rivers, the Ganges and the Jamuna. This expression 
itself is very significant. The Ganges is associated with Siva from whose hair-locks it flows constantly 
(when it came down on the earth from heavens due to the penance and efforts of Bhagirath). The 
Jamuna on the other hand is associated with Sri Krishna, who used to engage iri fun and frolic on its 
banks and used to play on His flute tinder the Kadamba Tree on its banks to enthral the devout 
Gopis. Thus the expression not only once again indicates the plurality but also underscore the of the 
two main sets of beliefs, the ‘Shaivite’ and the 'Vaishnavite’. 


Bhagavaan Gopinath Ji too in bis lifetime did not show any special preference for one or the 
other school of faith, Be it Amar Nath, the abode of Siva, Tulamula, the abode of Maha Raganya, 
Parbat, the place of Sharika or Zeethyar the shrine of Zeshta Devi, he. was equally at ease every 
where. He had reverence for all the deities and he saw one in many and many in one. Thus he also 
acknowledged the concept of plurality in Indian ethos, that gives a universal colour to it.

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INTRODUCTION TO NADA YOGA - AS TAUGHT BY BHAGAVAANJI

The Yoga of Sound is Nada Yoga. Nada is a Sanskrit word, which means a loud sound or roar. It is sound 
in general expression of the word. In the Yoga philosophy the nasal sound represent by a semi-circle, as 
found in the frequency of OM/AUM is the Nada. 

Origin of the Sound # 

Loffl Shiva created the prime sound through his daman l Through Lord Shiva’s ^i Spand (first 
beat), emerged sound AUM. Therefore AUM is Yoga, as it is the very primeval creatiqivof the Divine. 
Nada is invocation which comes from the friction ofsound and light, during the recitation of the Mantra 
AUM. Sound is the inherent vibration descended through the grace of Shiva, who is the Supreme person. 
Shiva is Prakash/Light, which is always eternal. Vimarsha is all consciousness and which is in adjunct 
position between Prakash and Vimarsha, Samvit comes into form of the Vamamala Matrika. Samvit is 
Synthesis of Yoga, as described by Sri Aurobindo the great saint of the 20th century. According to Sri 
Aurobindo’s thought Yoga System is for creating vibrations with frequencies the physical, mental, vital 
Gnostic self to visualize Ananda - the transcendental bliss’. 

Shakta Approach to Nada 

Anything that produces sound Nada known as Dhvani is either a vowel or a consonant with a vowel 
and Anuswara - the nasal sound or the combination of Visarga, which can be represented by the symbol 
( ° )/Chandra bindu/am( ° )/aah (:). The higher/upper/ascending Bindu dot in Visarga is divinity/Purusha 
and the lower dot is Prakriti/manifestation. Therefore, Yoga i§ the Union of the embodied soul Jivatma and 
the Parmatma superior self. Visarga is symbol representation^theascent and the descent of Shiva. It is 
said that Nada serves the Yoga of Manifestation through Divine grace. 


Abode of Nada 

AUM is recited to create the divine powers within the inner psyche and in every nerve, tissue of the 
body through reflectioij/thought/Sankalpa Vikalpa of mind. This is done partly through thought and 
partly by spiritual phenomenon within cardiac sound or the heart beat pulsation but the explanations for 
the physical Nada. Nada is the movement of the ‘ Jiva’ from the very conception till the human body takes 
the last breath. EKG sonography gives the sound reflections in the form of graph, of a li ving being which 
are the micro combinations of the pulsation in the form of geometrical symbols, known Spanda Tantra: 
Pranayama/prana Stambha helps to visualize this Nada in every breath. Various are the methods/techniques 
to motivate the Prana to inhale and exhale through Ichha Shakti. This is not the Vipashyana vipaasana 
system of meditation, as we need to be witness to our thought vibrations; physical movement and spiritual 
ascent through witness of our inner pounds which is innate self-process pranayama comes into the 
HaTha. Nada is composed of six, seven, nine, sixteen, twenty-four, thirty-two syllables, according to the 
Tantras. But the Vedic Nada is primarily A-I-U, with different mutations to form the Varna consequently 
forming a garland of alphabets, with different shapes evolved from the dots and curves. These care the 
Mudra of alphabets or Varna Mudra. The Gayatri Mudra is said to be the Vamatmik spiritual constituent of 
the Varna phoneme/sound. Gayatri Mantra is an example of this Varna Mudra which is invoked through 
twenty-four syllables. AUM Bhu-Aum Bhuva Aum Svah-Aum Mahah-Ajanah Janah Aum Tapah-Aum 
Satyam-Tatsavitur-VarenyamBhargo Devasya Dhimahi Dhiyo Yonah Prachodayat Aum is the complete 
cycle of the movement of light giving a vibration to our physical system for being in tharmony with the 
vital and Gnostic self. • • * • 
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Significance of Twenty Four Syllables 

This is the meter for the Gayatri Mantra, highly acclaimed Mantra in Vedic lore. It is the quintessential 
Mantra of Yoga. Twenty-four pauses must be in Gayatri Mantras because of these twenty four syllables. 
Every Mantra is component of vowels and consonants, as found in the Vedic language. The Nada Mantra 
is Constant and can never change, because it starts with the sound of Nada. This one is the oneness 
between the embodied soul and the supreme self as is the Vedantic approach to the Nada. Nada is both 
Aurh and Gayatri, which is also the Ved Mata or mother of the Vedas. All mantras are drawn within the 
invocation to the supjeme spirit. Mantras are masculine/purush atman nature and some are feminine/ 
Prakriti Atmaka. But the beauty of Gayatri is that ‘it’ transcends both the qualities of Shiva Tattva and 
Shaikti Tattva. It is to invoke Divine energy and manifested power, to recognize Brahman within the 
meaning of Brahma in the Upanishads. 

Application of Nada Yoga 

“Atmano-mokshartham, jagat-hitaya—•” is the essential nature of the Yoga. It means—”My soul 
must continue to evolve, but I must help humanity”. Nada must be like hiss of the snake and must be able 
to remove the obstacles in the Yogic path. Yoga is the Gnostic self with infinite energy which comes 
through the vibrations of kundalini making,the sound of Sssssssss. 

How to Invoke Nada? 

Nada is to be invoked through nabhi (the naval). Then it is culminated at Brahmarandra-the crown of 
the head. Nada is the three units of time as it is seen in AUM of equal beats. In visualization, it is triangular 
in shape has its vertex pointing downward and is revered as is the Jnana-Mudra. This is how a Yogi must 
consider it and apply during the practice of Nada Yoga. It is an invitation to see the Divine exhibits, or a 
submission to the process of each cell responsible for life sustenance. It is like the relationship of child and 
the mother. 

Puranik View of the Nada Yoga 

Nada is the association of Mahakal Maha Lakshmi and Maha Saraswati. Invoked as Swaha, Svadha 
and Vashatkara, which is the integration of many sounds in one primal sound known as Nada Shakti. It is 
deciphered in the Vedic Ratri Sukta. A Mantra that is indicated in this Skakti is: Ya Devi Sarva Bhuteshu 
Nada/Buddhi Rupena Samasthitaa Namastasya Namastasya Namastasya Namo Namah, needs to be followed 
immediately by Maya Kundalini, Kriya Madhumati Kali Kala-Malini, Matangi Vijaya-Jaya-Bhagwati, Devi 
Shiva Shambhavi, Shakti Shankara-Vallabhaa Trinayana, Vak Vadine-Bhairavi, Hrim Kari, Tripura 
Paraparmayi Mata-Kumari-ite-asi. 


Who Visualised the Nada? 

Brahma is said to have invoked the Nada when he was bom from the Naval of Vishnu and Madhu- 
Kaitabha the two were about to eat him up, but Brahma invoked the Yoga Nidra through Nada was ‘ Saved 
from being killed 5 . Such is the force of Nada Yoga. Vasistha, the preceptor of Lord Rama taught Nada Yoga 
to Shri Rama. Hence we have the Yoga Vasishta. Shesha w*as witness to the Primal Nada Yoga of Lord 
Brahma. He incarnated as Patanjali and then, we have the Pat^njali Yoga sutra. These sutras teach us the 
process and the follow-up of the Nada. A Yogi sits in Lotus Position (Padmasana), as Lord Brahma taught 
this posture to Sheshnag who was witness to that Nada. Shri Krishna made Arjuna to transcend and 
taught him the art of meditation to be in total absorption in the Nada as said in the Bhagavad Gita, which 
is the scripture of Yoga. A Yogi should be able to feel and see the past, present and future when Yogi is 
meditating upon AUM, or the Primal Nada. But in Nada there is dimension where in bindu there is nothing. 
A Yogi is supposed to listen to the transcendent Nada and be the Naadatita. That state is termed as 
Shabada-Tita and Kala-Tita.

Since then a new era began in mankind soon, as a new turn in his living behaviour was observed 
and lamp or light became a part and parcel of his cultural life. As far as our valley of Kashmir is 
concerned, the importance of light in the form of terracotta lamp is greatly felt. Even at this time 
we find one third of Kashmir without modern electrification, and the people here use traditional 
terracotta lamps for light or pieces of particular wood which is called ‘LASHI-HIUT’ in Kashmiri 
for especially in remote areas which are situated on hill-tops or near forests. It is true that 
anything which becomes part of our daily need; gets a place in cultural life and even with the 
passage oftimenew society people do not shun it because of it’s cultural background. Same is 
the case of our terracotta lamp which has it’s origin from epic age. We have found it’s pieces in 
ancient Burzhama and Gophkral caves which are said the earliest examples of civilizations in the 
world. 

To illuminate terracotta lamp on any occasion, festival or ritual is a good omen. If we go 
beyond the decades of our history and Vedic scriptures, we find the importance of illuminating 
lamp one way or other. That is why our Rishis and Munis have given it due place in the celebration 
of any occasion and so much so it’s importance has not remained limited to* Hindu culture only .The 
people of all faiths revere it and illuminate their houses with terracotta lamps, candles and other 
types of lamps available in the market to make any auspicious occasion. As far as our valley is 
concerned, terracotta lamp is considered pious and to illuminate it on auspicious occasions with 
chanting of Vedic hymns is considered a symbol of our prosperity and wealth. When any of our 
religious occasion begins, the first and foremost duty is to illumine terracotta lamp. After that 
other customs are performed. Special care is taken on not to extinguish its flame when the 
auspicious ceremony is on. In case of otherwise, it is considered a bad omen. Lighting of terracotta 
lamp with mustard or any vegetable oil is said to be the killer of every trouble, and destructive of 
enemies. 

Terracotta lamp had a great importance in Buddhism in Kashmir. Buddha in one of his 
sermons, said that you should become the lamp of your wisdom, prosperity and happiness yourself. 
With this, the dark night of Kartik Amavasya also get illuminated. Lord Krishna has compared 
the inner heart of Yoginis with the flame of terracotta lamp. Light comes from flame which is 
power and oil means love and together, they create the illumination of wisdom, progress and 
prosperity. This is the meaning of lamp. 
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We have found some pieces of terracotta lamps in Burzhama and Gophkral caves which are 
said to be the ancient civilizations of Kashmir, yet there is no mention of it in the Indian history. 
Sindu valley civilization, which is four thousand and five hundred years old, a sculpture of beautiful 
women has been found which is carved along with two terracotta lamps.Traditionally we find on 
the exit doors of old temples a big size of terracotta lamp with the sculpture of beautiful women 
called ‘Deeplaxmi’ .Although terracotta lamp has remained the main inspiration of local artists 
but with the passage of time, lamps have been made of stone, bronze, iron and silver. There is a 
mention of‘Manideep’ in the masterpiece of Kalidasa entitled ‘Megdoot’. Here the flame of this 
lamp does not extinguish. In Raguvamsha, the beauty of a damsel is compared with ‘Deepshikha’ 
or lamps flamed in a row and this description has been highly appreciated by the readers. Apart 
from these, there are several references of terracotta lamp in books of every Indian language 
which throw light on its use and importance. In the happy valley of Kashmir, the flame of 
terracotta lamp is considered holy and it is kept under the shade of Chinar with great devotion. 
Terracotta lamps have religious importance in the whole Kartik month which is said to be one of 
the darkest periods of the year. 

For the Pandits of Kashmir, Kartik Amavasya is an important night on this day they offer 
terracotta lamps, oil and anything prepared in oil and ghee in the name of deceased along with 
performing special puja. It is believed that the soul of a deceased might be hovering in dark on 
this day and it is our duty to show it light with the flame of terracotta. Actually this process^/ 
showing light by the flame of terracotta lamp starts from the very moment when a KashmiJf 
Pandit leaves this world. It is necessary to keep a terracotta lamp on the foot side ofman/wom^p 
as soon as he or she dies. After that other formalities of Kriya start and the flame of terracotta 
lamp is not extinguished up to his or her cremation. Even after that up to the 12th day, a terracotta 
lamp with flame is kept at any place after sunset, in memory of the deceased. The same process 
remains continued on his Shardh day with chanting of Vedic Mantras to this terracotta lamp. 
Actually up to the middle of last century it was a common practice in every Pandit family in 
Kashmir to light a terracotta lamp on the terrace of the house for an hour after sunset. After the 
advent of electric bulbs, this process in cities, and towns came to an end but in the remote 
villages, the process is alive even up to this date. These people are much aware of their cultural 
ethos than those who live in cities and towns. There are certain names of terracotta lamp in the 
different scriptures such as Vaygra, Picca, RakM, Naga, Mayura and Gajdeepa. Tantriks light 
Kapaldipa and it is necessary to keep it lit on any religious occasion so long as it will come to an 
end. There are so many places of religious repute where ‘ Akhand-jyoti’ or non-stop flame of a 
big terracotta lamp remains on. In this way, terracotta lamps have brought prosperity and wealth 
to the local artisans from time to come and the art of potters have flourished. 

We always see a terracotta lamp burning in temple before the idol of a particular deity. This 
is called the Ratan-deep. There is a specific plape to keep it burning is called ‘Deepdwar’ in 
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Sanskrit and Zoor in Kashmiri. There are many examples in old Kashmiri architecture where 
Zoor is found in one comer of room or hall of house. In Ramayana, mention is made of Ravana’s 
royal palace where terracotta lamps were burning at specific places. In the Mahabharata, it is 
said that before leaving for battlefield Quryodhan was blessed with lit terracotta lamps by the 
pdbple. Since then, when a soldier leaves from home to fight, he is. blessed by a lit terracotta 
lamp along with putting tika on his forehead. Apart from this we find so many references in the 
History of Kashmir when Vyeth or Vitasta, the main river of the valley of Kashmir has been 
illuminated with terracotta lamps on' Vyeth-Truvah’ the birthday of Vitasta by different kings. 
Terracotta lamps were kept on the different banks in the evening and the reflection of it on water 
looked stunning. This was in process,up to Muslim kings also and the recent example of it is 
found at the time of Zain-ul-Abdin Badshah. 

A very beautiful and important example of terracotta lamp is found during the marriage 
ceremony of Kashmiri Pandits. On Lagan Mandap, after Sapat-Padi, bride and bridegroom are 
asked to keep the flame of two terracotta lamps in one, which means that two souls have 
become one while living in two bodies. This is the symbol of oneness. When a bridegroom comes 
to his bride’s house, a small ceremony is performed on a circular rangoli Or viyug in Kashmiri. 
This is solemnized with galaxy of lamps made of flour in the form of terracotta lamps which is 
called ‘Ratna-changij’. In olden days, a new member entering a new house was greeted in the 
same fashion but this process of greeting has now come to an end, except on the entering of 
bride in her husband’s house for the first time. This is a unique process and should be preserved 
by the community as symbol of culture for times to come. In our community we revere Devta of 
Narka Yama by an old lit terracotta lamp bn the backside of his sculpture found anywhere in any 
temple. 

And lastly, there are so many proverbs and idioms related to terracotta lamp used in everyday 
Kashmiri language. For example we say in Kashmiri-[1]KAS CHU DAUDMUT. CHOUHAN 
PAHRAN CHONG means to say that lamp or prosperity has not remained for anybody twenty 
four hours. In depth of it means, life is not so easy to live. [2]CHANGIS KARAAN POMPUR 
GATH,POTUS MARAAN TATHI PATH means flying creatures revolve around the flame of 
terracotta lamp but at last give life for it. Here lamp has been quoted as life which human love so 
much but finally die. All depends upon karma or actions.[3]TAS CHU DAZAAN NYTHAS 
. CHONG mdans that he is clever and[4]TAS HOVUKH DOHLI CHONG means that he has 
ABeen deceived in the broad daylight. • ■ 

Of the 20th century, icon saint personality of Kashmir, Bhagvaan Gopinaathji used to give 
due respect to lit terracotta lamp throughout his life. Even today, wherever we find his Asthapan 
in the country, terracotta lamp remains in flame before his idol. This practice will remain intact 
because it has a great importance in our cultural background.

The incident relates to the month of March 1965,1 had appeared in matriculation examination at 
Srinagar Kashmir! Shri Bushan Lai Wali my neighbour came to me along with.two other common 
friends viz Shri Payare Lai Kaiil and Shri Ganjee Kampassi and invited-mie to , watch a movie. 1 
agreed, I however told njy friends that I had no money.' Shri Wali replied that they too had no money 
but they usually call upoit a Kashriiiri saint at Chandpura (Habba-Kadal area) who was addressed as 
Bub. They Would ask for some money from the saint and he usually obliged them. Thus all the four 
of us went to the Saint and sat calmly in his presence. All other devotees left one by one. Only four 
of us and the Saint remained in the room. A “dhooni” was burning before him. Shri Bushan Lai Wali 
signaled me to ask for mohey from the saint. I requested Bhagvaan Ji to give some money. Bhagvaan 
Ji replied that there was no money When I told him that I had appeared in Matriculation examination, 
Bhagvaan Ji replied you have high class second division. Bhagvaan Ji gave me a little Prasad and I 
decided to go my home. Later I came to know that the other three boys had gone to him again and 
asked for some (Kharch) (Le-money in Kashmir parlance). This time he gave them money. They 
went to see movie. 

After about a month or so the results of Matriculation were out I passed with high class second 
division (461 Marks) missing first class by just five marks. From that year onwards I made it a 
routine to visit Bhagvaan Ji after completing my final exams in the year 1966,1967. In the year 1968 
Bhagvaan Ji left his mortal frame. 

In the year 1985-861 developed a throat problem; suddenly my voice became hoarse. I consulted 
all the leading ENT specialists of Srinagar with no tangible results. Finally Dr. Ghulam Nabi, ENT 
specialist as SMHS Hospital, Srinagar examined me carefully. 1 was informed that one of my vocal 
cords was paralysed and it could be set right surgically at PGI, Chandigarh or at AIIMS, New Delhi, 
as Srinagar Hospital had no such facility. I called upon my elder brother Prof. O.N. Bhan (a devotee 
of Bhagvaan Ji). His son Jitender Bhan was a doctor posted in SMHS hospital. I wanted his help in 
providing me a letter of reference finm SMHS hospital. This would enable me to get all the entire 
. medical and travel expenses reimbursed frorn my office. Although I was calm and ready to face the 
ordeal Prof Bhan could read gloominess in my eyes. He advised me to attend Aarti on next Sunday 
at Bhagvaan Ji’s Ashram, Kharyar, Srinagar. I attended the evening prayers (Aarti) on the Sunday. 
While in the prayers I was fearful of the surgery; in case it failed it could render me disabled or 
would even be fatal. I felt desperate and helpless, tears trickled down my face unhesitatingly. After 
conclusion of Aarti my brother Prof. O.N. Bhan asked me to open my mouth. He fed me with a bit 
of vibhuti (ashes) from the alter. I also received some Prasad and left for my home. While walking 
I felt feverish and was shivering badly. When I reached close to my home at Channpora (Near 
Natipora) I consulted an RMP chemist, Pt. Ram Joo. He gave me Crocin tablet and some mixture. 
I drank one dose of mixture while in his shop. On die way to my home I coughed violently and 
vomited froth in large quantity. I was tired and exhausted. By the time I reached home I felt some 
what normal. That hoarseness in my throat had disappeared. I had a deep sleep during the night. 
Next day I was quite normal. From that day onwards I have no such serious problem with my 
throat. 

This miracle recovery from my ailment I believe is solely due to the grace of Bhagvaan Ji even 
though he was not in his mortal frame at that time. 


Surely great stunts shower their grace to anyone who call on them with faith, even after they

Jai Bhagavaan Ji 
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Sri Samkaracarya on Kundalini

Sri Samkara, the founder of the Advaita (non-dualistic) System of thought, has set forth 
his views concerning the Kundalini in his beautifully written devotional text, namely, the 
Saundarya-lahri. Before we proceed further, it is essential, at this point of time, that we explain 
one or two points. 


It has been maintained that Samkara as an Advaitin philosopher opposed all forms of 
religiosity that advocated a devotional form of spirituality. It is true if we see Samkara simply 
as a philosopher. Samkara, however, also was a great religious teacher, and wrote numerous 
devotional hymns of extreme beauty and charm. As areligious teacher, he wrote the Saundarya- 
lahri within the context of advaita philosophy. The other point that is raised is that Samkara in 
his bhasya (commentary) on the Brahmasutra offers a devastating critique of the Yoga System. 
If this be the case, then it baffles the mind that how Samkara could write a text that is yogic in 
orientation and devotional in character! It is this strangeness in Samkara that has baffled many 
people. There is, however, nothing paradoxical in Samkara. Samkara's critique of the Yoga 
concerns its theory of casuality. Samkara does not agree with the parinamavada (theory of 
transformation) of the Samkhya-Yoga and therefore the critique. As far as the practical, aspects 
of Yoga are concerned, Samkara accepts them wholeheartedly. Is this practical aspect of the 
Yoga technique that Samkara makes use in the Saundarya-lahri within the context of non- 
dualistic philosophy of the Tantras. 

The Saundarya-lahri is basically a Tantric text The text may be viewed from two 
perspectives, namely, the devotional and the metaphysical. As a devotional text, the Saundarya- 
lahri concerns itself with the praise and eulogy of the Goddess as Sakti. As a metaphysical 
treatise, the text explains the fundamental Tantric views concerning the conception of Reality. 
It is with the metaphysical bricks of Tantrism that Samkara is able to build, brick by brick, the 
devotional temple for the Goddess. 

The basic metaphysical Reality that Tantrism conceives, and die Saundarya-lahri expounds, 
is characterised by the non-dualistic philosophy. Since Reality is non-dual, it is said to be of the 
essence of pure Consciousness (samvid). As Consciousness (cit or samvid), it is all-pervasive 
in the same manner as is the space (akasa). As Absolute, it has two aspects, namely, the static 
(prakasa) and dynamic (vimarsa) aspects. The Absolute, in its transcendent aspect, is spoken 
of as static (prakasa), whereas at the level of immanence, that is, at the phenomenal level, it is 
viewed as Sakti (vimarsa). The Absolute as Sakti is seen in terms of the goddess. It is the very 
phenomenolisation of Consciousness that is conceived of as Sakti or Energy. 

If interpreted in theological terms, it would mean that Reality as Consciousness, from the 
phenomenal viewpoint, is conceived ofin relative polar terms, that is, as Siva and Sakti. Siva 
represents the static aspect of Reality, whereas Sakti represents the dynamic aspect of it. The 
Absolute in its localised or particularised form is spoken of as Kundalini. 
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The Absolute as Pure Consciousness cannot give rise to the phenomena. It is the inherent 
vibration (spanda) in the Absolute that, in form of Sakti, allows the Absolute to express itself 
in terms of the phenomenal categories. It is this idea that has given rise to the belief that Siva 
without Sakti is inoperative and lifeless. We may, metaphorically speaking, say that the Absolute 
(Siva) is phenomenal on account of Sakti. 

Sakti is said to be mahakundalini whenit is totally localized. When the process of manifestation 
of the phenomenal categories like space (akasa) air (vayu), fire (agni) water (apa) and earth 
(prthvi) has been completed, and nothing more remains to be manifested, then the kundalini as 
Sakti becomes inactive and remains in the state of rest at the level of the earth-element. It is at 
this point that we may take into consideration the Tantric concept of man, as the microcosm 
(ksudra-brahmanda) of the macrocosm. The idea expounds the belief that all those phenomenal 
categories of the Absolute as Sakti are to be found in man that compose the cosmos. As the 
universe is the manifestation of the Absolute as Sakti, it means that Sakti, in its latent state, is to 
found, within the body of man. As Sakti is within the human body, she is supposed to be 
resting at that place in the body that is identical with the earth-element, namely, the muladhara. 

The muladhara is said to be that mystical centre in the body that is located at the base of 
the spine. It is at this centre that the kundalini, like a sleeping serpent, rests. The kundalini, like 
the coiled snake, has coiled herself three and a half times: It is from this centre from where the 
mystical channels (nadi) shoot upwards. The main channel, namely, the susumna is considered 
as the “door to brahman” (brahma-dvara), as it is through this channel that the kundalini, when 
aroused, moves upwards. It is the mouth of the kundalini, in the form of the coiled shake that 
blocks the opening of the susumna, that is, of the brahma-dvara. However, when the kundalini 
is aroused from her sleep, the blocking of the brahma-dvara is removed, and thereby She 
moves upwards through the susumna-nadi to the crown of the head. It is at this place where 
she merges with the Absolute Consciousness, that is, with Si va. The experience that results 
from this merger or fusion is said to be of delightful nature. The delight or bliss, in yogic terms, 
may be categorised in terms of the nirvikalpa or asamprajnata samadhi, that is, ecstasy in 
which Consciousness is experienced in terms of Awareness-Being. 

Although all the phenomenal categories are to be found in the body, they, however, have 
their own respective field of activity as well as the place of location in the body. Each category 
has a particular location or centre in body where it is predunimant. The centre of location of 
the elements are called the mystical centre (cakra), and each centre is located along the susumna- 
nadi. The number of mystical centre is said to be six, and they are: 

1 .Muladhara-cakra: It is the root cakra and is located at the base of the spinal cord. It is 
called the root-cakra because “if is the seat of kundalini (Sakti) which is a power of 
immense potentialities. It is the power at rest or the static centre round which every form of 
existence as moving power revolves.” Being the basis of everything, the centre has been 
identified with the element earth, as it is at the level of prthvi that the kundalini is supposed 
to be resting. The centre, moreover is said to be in the shape of a four-petalled lotus 
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whose face is downwards. 

2.5 vadhisthana-cakra (the centre that is established in itself). It is a mystical centre that is 
said to be located in the region of the genitals. The cakra is said to be inform of a six- 
petalled lotus, and is identical with die element water (apa). 

3 .M anpura-cakra (the city of jewels). It is the centre that is located in the navel region. It 
consists of a ten-petalled lotus, and represents the element fire (tejas). 

4. A nahata-cakra (the centre of the unstruck sound). Its location is said to be the region of 
the heart. It is in the shape of a ten-petalled lotus. It is the element air (uayu) that is 
predominant in the centre. It is at this centre that the yogi, when in deep meditation, hears 
the sound of the Absolute (nada-brahman). It is also the centre of the particularised 
consciousness-j i vatman and therefore is referred to as hamsa. 

5 . V isuddha-cakra (the centre of purity). The location of this centre is said to be in the region 
of the throat. It is in the shape of a sixteen-petalled lotus, and represents the element akasa 
(space). 

6. A jna-cakra (the command centre). It is located between the two eye-brows. The element 
that is predominant at this centre is the subtle evolute of prakrti, namely, the manas. 

7.5 ahasrara-cakra (thousand-petalled cakra). Technically speaking, it is not considered to 
be the mystical centre, as it transcends all the phenomenal categories, and is said to be 
above and beyond the six cakras. It is located at the crown of the head, the seat and 
abode of Siva, that is, of pure Consciousness. As the seat of the Absolute, it is also 
spoken of as the padukasthana or the brahmarandhara. Being the centre of pure 
Consciousness, it (ihat is, the centre) is considered to be the store-house immortal nectar 
(amrtat). The Yogi is flooded with the nectar from the sahasrara down to the muladhara 
when the kundalini merges with Siva at this place. 

The very location of Siva and Sakti in the body connotes the polar dimension of Reality at 
the phenomenal level. The abode of pure Consciousness (Siva) is the crown of the head, 
whereas that of Sakti in the form of kundalini is the muladhara, which lies at the base of the 
spine. When, the two aspects of Reality are fused at the crown of the head, the relative dualism 
of Reality disappears, and the yogi, as a consequence ofthe fusion of Sivaand Sakti, experiences 
the infinite bliss that results from the content less ecstasy. 

The arousal of kundalini is actualised through certain ritual-oriented yogic techniques. Those 
who want to arouse the kundalini cannot do it themselves. It is said that the guidance of a 
teacher (guru) is necessary, as no success, without a proper initiation, can be achieved. It 
means that the aspirant will have to undergo initiation, and receive the proper mantra from the 
guni. It is by visualising the deity of the mantra in meditation that the divinity is invoked arid 
appropriated. At the practical level, the various mantras and deities are represented in the 
Sri-yantra, which is a geometrical design. The Sri-yantra in its totality represents the kundalini. 
It is by meditating on the Sri-yantra that the kundalini is appropriated and invoked. 
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At the same time the aspirant, while meditating, concentrates on the jivatman, which is 
located in the heart region. It is said to be in the shape of aflame. The aspirant, while concentrating 
on the jivatman, brings it down to the muladhara. When in the muladhara, the jivatman is fused 
with the kundalini. Then the effort of the yogi is to get the prana out of the two channels, (ida 
and pingala) which are to the left and the right of the susumna. Once the prana is out of these 
two channels, it enters the susumna, and thereby penetrates the kundalini: The penetration 
awakens the kundalini and there by clears the blocking of the opening ofthe susurmia. With the 
arousal of the kundalini, she is made to move upwards by piercing the cakras in the susumna. 
By moving upwards, the kundalini reaches the sahasrara where she merges with the pure 
Consciousness (Siva). This whole process has to be done by the aspirant in the process of 
meditation. 

As the kundalini moves upwards towards the sahasrara. She, while piercing the cakras, 
absorbs the main element (tattva) of the respective cakra. This process of absorption of the 
elements is called the lay a-krama. When the kundalini remains in the state of rest at the 
muladhara, she is referred to as virat on account of her. having completed the work of the 
phenomenal manifestation in terms of the gross , elements. The kundalini is spoken of as 
himyagarbha when she manifests herself in terms of psychic or mental faculties, and it is 
ajnna-cakra that concretises this aspect of the kundalini. The kundalini is said to be purely 
spiritual, or as the Energy of the Lord (isvara), when she merges with. Siva, and this aspect is 
represented by the sahasrara. The union between Siva and Sakti (Kundalini) occurs in the 
sahasrara, is immussed in the mystical ecstasy. 

The fusion of Siva and Sakti does not last for long. She, after a few moments of fusion, 
returns to the muladhara. While on her way back, the kundalini leaves each element at its 
proper centre. This process is called the srsti-krama. AS she stays not for long at the sahasrara, 
the yogi has to repeat the process of ascent and descent of the kundalini till he is able to 
stabilise the duration of fusion for a long period of time. The repeated efforts of the yogi 
ultimately enable him to bring down the kundalini as and when he desires. The yogi who 
achieves the state of permanent fusion, is spoken of as a jivanmukta or the liberated-in-life. 

These are the basic seminal ideas concerning the kundalini that Sri Samkara puts forth in 
the Saundarya-lahri. Samkara very ably explains the methods or die royal way (kulapatha) 
that enable a yogi to awaken the kundalini form her dormancy. He has ably shown how the 
piercing of the cakras (cakra-bheda) takes place when the kundalini moves upwards towards 
the sahasrara. Also detailed account is given concerning the worship-meditation of the sri- 
yantra. 

As the Transcendent Word (para-sabda) is said to be the unmanifest (avykta) kundalini- 
sakti, so the human speech (vaikhari) is said to be identical with the Absolute. It is with this 
understanding that Sri Samkara offers his devotional praise unto the Goddess, that is, Sakti 
(kundalini) with the words: “I praise thee with thy own words”. 
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Particularly for ’Div'Kriya
